ON ,THE MANAGEMENT OF HOMING PIGEONS. 


ee 


In the autumn of Jast. year Dr. Chapuis, a Be)gian physician, pub- 
lished a treatise on the management, rearing, and training 0 the 
Homing Pigeons that are flown so exten sively in Belgium. The treatise 
contains much information that is valuable alike to the naturalist and 
to the pigeon fancier, — 

‘The chapter descriptive of the pre- 
sent state of the pigeon eocietios in 
Belgium is very interesting. Dr. 
Chapuis remarks that ‘the increase 
of railways has greatly extended the 
number of pigeon matches. Numerous 
societies bave. been established, and 
in some districts of Belgium there is 
scarcely a village that does not possess 


Since the formation of the first 
£ocieties, when pigeons were carried 
on the back in a basket divided into 
compartments, considerable improve- 
ments have been made in their con- 
veyance: and great care has been 
taken in the construction of the boxes 
and baskets in which the pigeons #re 
carried. 

The baskets are generally between 
four and five feet long, three feet 
wide, and about twelve inches high, 
and an opening about a foot long, 
shut. by a movable door, is placed 
in the middle of one of the long tides, 
The bottom of the basket is coved 
with a thick, coarse cloth; the 
baskets are’ made of stout willows 


stripped of the bark; these are placed ve t 
at a distance of about one inch anda Tass a 
half from each other, so that they aro af PAO 
placed wide enough apart for the Pere e :

The cost of sending a man with the pigeons is considerable, his ex- 
penses averaging six shillings per day in addition to his railway fare 
and the percentage he receives on the value of the prizes flown for. 
All these items on an average amount fo nearly £30 for each society 
every year; this would average from 10s. to 12s. per head in a society 
of fifty members. 

‘hese important expenses are avoided by the second system—that 
followed in the provinces.of Flanders and Brabant. The transport of 
pigeons is aleo made in a more rapid manner, for they are s«nt by ex- 
press trains; while in Liége, the ordinary trains are waited for in 
order to save expenses in the journey of the mar who is rent with the 
pigeons. Another advantage is, that two or three smateurs can, if they 
wish it, join to have a supplementary flight of their birds; whereas, 
if | employ a man, the matter would be more difficult to organise, 
and the expense would be too much increasal. 

Thus, by the one system we can have cheapness and rapidity, and 


| by the other we secure care being taken of the pigeons both during 


their journey and at the time of Jetting them fly. 

After making trial of both plans, and weighing the advantages and 
drawbacks of each, the balance, at least in Belgium, seems to be in 
favour of the plan of employing a mento ‘take charge of the birds.

Price 'TWoOPENCE. 


When the pigeons are addressed to the care of the sta\ion-master it is 
arare thing for them to be flown at the time desired ; a delay of several 
hours makes the amateur who expects them impatient—the pleasure 
which he promised himself becomes a source of annoyance to him, The 
baskets with the birds may remain neglected in the station; if vain 
comes on the pigeons become wet; the dung which covers te bott m 
of the baskets dirties their plumage, and may clog their wings to so 
great an extent that half of the birds may find it impossible to perform 
their flight. 

On certain Sundays, in a favourable season, three or four hundred 
baskets may arrive at the rame station; this overwhelming amount of 
responsibility puts tho railway people in a bad temper, the baskets sre 
tossed about; if they fall they are allowed to remain on one end, and 
the poor pigeons are heaped up ina corner one upon the other. ‘This 
is not the only inconvenience of this overcrowding ; some baskets may 
be intended for a more distant place, yet they pass unperceived and are 
discharged with the others. Thero are even instances known in, which 
baskets of pigeons have been entirely sent wrong andlost. The pro 
prietor desires to recover their value; but in his {forts to do so he is 
sent from pillar to post, till the intentional slowness of administrative 
torms makes him lose heart, and he prefers to suffer his loss rather than

Tar SALMON Rivers.—The salmon 
rivers of South Wales have not been 
quite so productive this season, as 
expected, but a comparison with tho 
take four or five years ago, before 
the present fishery Jaws came. into 
operation, shows nevertheless a some 
progress. It is generally agreed 
that tho legislation that lias taken 
place ,has effected a large amount of 
good, and is destined to do st Il more, 
when once a complete system of pro- 
tection is carried out. The fish this 
year have been, as a rale, rather 
small, although numerous in some 
localities, and, according to the 
opinion of experienced piscicul- 
turists, Jarge salmon will not: be 
numerous in streams that have been 
neglected for years past for another 
two or three seasons. In Sonth 
Wales considerable difficulty js ex- 
perienced in preventing potsohous 
refuse from being thrown into the 
rivers. This refuse is fromthe tin 
plate, chemical, silver, lead, and other 
works, which, up to the enactment of 
the Salmon Fishery Act, were al- 
lowed, without hindrance, to run their 
waste to the nearest stream, and the 
rivers were iu consequence completely 
denuded of fish, It is satirfactory to 
report that through the energetic ac- 
tion of the conservators appointed 
in the different counties the pro- 
prietors of nearly all the works have 
been induced to adopt means by which 
the refuse will be utilized, andthe 
waters effectually protected ‘from fur- 
ther pollution. sg ree

out. The most fitting form of present.tion of such a testimonial as 
the one in question was, of course, at a banquet, and this is the sub- 
ject we have selected for our illustration. ‘Lhe arrangements on this 
ccasion were complete, The principal table extended the whole

displayed on a table immediately in frout of the chairman's seat. The 
Fr poipal or centre-piece, Was manufactured by Messrs. Hunt and 

oskell, and is surmounted by a statuette of Admiral Rous; the figures 
around the shaft representiug Justice, Wisdom, Courage, and Naviga- 
tion. On one of the panels of the base is arepiesentation of Her 
Majesty’s chip Pique (which the Admiral commanded) on her home- 
ward voyage of 1,500 miles across the Atlantic, without kee], forefoot, 
or rudder, in 1835; whilst on another an ordinary race is depicted. 
Thos third bears the Admiral’s arms; and thefourth is dedicated to 
the inscription; whilst at the angles of the base are groups of horses, 
studies from nature. The other two (manufactured by Messrs. C. F, 
Hancock, Son & Co.) are in the Renaiseance style, and support branches 
for six lights, terminating with a figure of Zephyr. The stem reste 
upon a circular base, intersected by four projecting panels decorated 
with heads of sea-horses. The base is farther ornamented by figures 
in round relief cf Neptune and Fame, in allusion to the Admiral’s 
early life, and the renown he has earned both as an able officer and 
during his lengthers.’ career on the Turf; also by Lassi-relievi repre- 
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‘senting—one, the Pique as she appeared when after having taken the 
‘rocks on the previous night, on the coast of Labrador, about Point 
‘Forteau, she was, by the great exertions and skill of her captain, 
hove off on the morning of September 23, 1835, and eventually, 
‘although fearfully damaged and almost sinking brought safely back 
‘to England, The other basso-relievo is devoted to racing, and shows 
‘a ‘‘dead heat,” and the lower part of the stem has also four medai- 
ions represerting “ Breeding,” *‘ Breaking,” ‘‘ Training,” and ‘' Itac- 
ing,” whilst the centre of the same has a figure of a sailor with the 
telescope and compass, and that of Justice holding the scales. 

Mn. E. M. Gracu, whose portrait we this week present to our 
readera, was ono of England’s champions for cricketing honours in 
‘Australia. Mr. Grace's performances as a gentleman player may be 
ranked in the highest class. In 1860 Mr. Grace obtained 1,372 rurs; 
in 1861, 1,747; in 1862, 2,190; and in 1863, 3,074. Of long scores, in 
1862 he placed on the paper for the South Wales Clnb tho respectable 
number of 118 runs, and for Marylebone against the Gentiemen of 
Kent (not out) 192. In this match Mr. Grace was objected to by some 
of the Gentlemen of Kent, but as the hon. secretary’s consent had been 
obtained the preceding eveuing, the objection fell to the ground, and 
Mr. Grace went in first, saw the ten wickets fall, and came out with his 
bat. Ia his bowling he was equally effective, taking all the wickets of 
Kent in the second innings, thus entitling himself to the double 


honours of bat and ball, which were duly presented to him by E rl 
Selton andthe Hon. 8. Ponsonby. In 1863 if: proved still more suc- 
cessful, having played 87 innings with 9 “not ouls,” and scoring six 
triple figures—163, 108, 132, 129, 145, and 112 ; in bowling he obtained 
for thé year no Jess than 335 wickets, ‘T'o the Marylebone Club Mr. 
Grace is a valuable acquisition, and both as a bateman and a’ bowler 
must claim @ place among the very first. Without depreciating tho 
talents of such men as Hay ward, Carpenter, Caffyn, &c., it cannot be 
denied but that Mr. Grace is one of England's most brilliant players. 
He is a wonderfully steady bat, anda very severe hitter when the 
bowling is favourable for‘ slashers.” He has tho sight of an eagle and 
a nerve that scorns thesharpest balls. As a bowler he is accommodat- 
ing, can give the fast round arm, or tease with the “gentle slows,” and 
at all points of the game is a perfect cricketer.

We have on more than ono occasion given illustrations of these 
pleasant gatberings of the votaries of ths trigger, by far the most suc- 
cessful of which for this season took placa on Saturday last at the 
Old Welsh Harp, Edgware-road, near Hendon, The meeting, which 
was under the direction of Mr. Frank Heathcote, was to contend for 
the summer handicap.

by Mr. F. W. Robertson, it. will ba recollected, was reproduced on 

ednesday night beforo an exceedingly crowded and suffic iently 
“brilliant ” audience.. The audience was immensely amused by the 
performance, but we think it was rather with the piece and the acting 
generally than with the acting of Mr, Sothern paricularly. _ Indeed, 
we cannot rank Mr, Sothern’s Garrick anywhere near his Frank 
Annerley. The lighter passages, including the sham drunkenness, 
could not have been better; but in this au vaeter there is a serious 
eloment, which, approaching the tragic, requires the art of the 
tragedian, This art Mr. Sothern lacks. The requirements of 
tke part include the giving of these serious passages in a style 
aa near that in which Garrick himself would have given them 
as possible, indeed, this is the very key to the part, and Mr. 
Sothern is not equal’ to that portion of the requirements of the part. 
Mr. Sothern, ee Se upon the whole es great an actor as Garrick, 
would yet not, asthe phrase goes, be a patch upon the great David in 
Hamlet or any grand tragedy role; and for this reason he is not able to 
approach the style in which the serious passages we speak of shoud 
be given. There are no similar passages in Frank Annerley, all 
there, from grave to gay 4rd lively to severe, is withia Mr. Sot ern’s 
range, and all is brought ont Magnificently; but it is otherwise with 
portions of David Garrick. Take, for instance, the delivery of the 
scraps from the great plays, which should of course have the beauty, 
flre, and genius that the eriginal of the part would have imparted to 
them, or at least-there should besome approach to these nalitieg. More 
stage declamation is a term almost too good for Mr. Sothern’s delivery 
of these scraps. The piece itself is a very amusing and similarly 
unequal pisce of business. 1t is strong only, from ‘a comedy 

oint of view, in its situations, It promises character, 
but only partly keeps its promise ; caricature ekes character out. 
The wit and humour is, for tho most part, good; but then that is not 
Mr. Robertson’s—unlegs, indeed, he was born a few hundred years B80, 
and wrote ‘*Joe Miller,” and the rest of the venerable non-copyright 
jokes. lf the term were permissible ‘ farce-comedy” would | better 
describe ‘‘David Garrick” than either “comedy” or‘ play.” The 
acting, o'her than that of Mr. Sothern, is excellent, more especially 
that of the group of vulgar cits.

’ The customary semi-amateur semi-professional season hag set in at 
this house, and has already furnished several features of interest, Theso 
periodical seasons, indeed, in which the house returns to the position 
of training- ground for actors that it has long held, and that it may 
be said to hive only lately emerged from, are, to those who watch the 


affords to the unknowa but aspiring actor that which, by reason 
of the continued success of established favourites, is toa great extent 
denied him at the other London theatres—viz.,. an appearance before 
a London audience. The advantages both to the public and the pro- 
fession of such a medium for.the bringing to light of rising talent 
are obvious ; and as regards the critical playgoers, the large per centum 
of incompetence that, as a matter of course, is developed in the 
course of a series of such performances, will be more than counter- 
balanced by the occasional revelation of talent that may be relied 
upon, and the possible discovery even of genius that may be hoped. 
The corresponding season of last year was, for instance, “istinguished 
by the debut upon the stage of Miss Neilson, a pupil of Mr, Rider, of 
whose capabilities we then formed the highest opinion, and who, 
having crested her little but significant sensation on these boards, 
most naturally and fitly emerges, even as we write, a full- blown 
actress in @ leading part at one of our leading theatres—in Mr. Watts 
Phillips’s new drama at the Princess’s in fact. And the having wit- 
nessed and ‘‘assisted”—for audiences can assist in such matters—at 
such a debut will, we imagine, have compensated for the sitting out 
apy amount of amateurishness and worse that may bave been its con- 
comitants. This season the two most notable events so far are the 
appearance of Miss Helen Paget, and the re-appearance of Mr. Dacro 
Baldie. Another lady, a Miss Churchill, is also said to have been 
successful as Juliain ‘“*Tho Hunchback; :” but this performance wo, 
have not had the pleasure of seving. Miss Helen Paget is an actress 
of some experience from the provinces, where she has even held the 
position of minageresa (at Cambridge and Yarmouth). She has 
appeared as! Madame Hortense i in “ A Wonderful Woman,” and as Mrs. 
Haller in‘ The Stranger.” Her performance of the last-mentioned 
character impressed us as demonstrative of the fact that she is an 
actress of much talent, considerable taste, and no little power. Sho 
bas an excesdingly expressive face, a voice that in its lower tones is 
equally expressive, and an air and carriage most graceful. Tho 
quieter phases of the character were admirably done; and if the more 
passionate scenes were less effective, it was rather from the lack of 
the necessary physical power for carrying out her own conception of 
their requirements than from a want either of intelligence in the con- 
ception or artin the realization of herideas. Her voice, indeed, will 
not bear the exaction she is inclined to subject it to in these more pas- 
sionate passages. And when she thus forces it, it loses its expres- 
giveness, and becomes simply harsh and loud. Another and directly 
opposite peculiarity marking her delivery of these same passionate 
passages is an undue dropping of the voice, and that even at times 
to the extent of inaudibility. This, when it alternates, as it does 
sometimes, with the strident loudness of which we have just spoken, 
of course makeg the latter defect more palpable, and the latter, in 
turn and by contrast, makes 7 moro palpable. Other than these we 
have no fault whatever to find with the impersonation. On the con- 
trary, We must say that as a whole it was most affecting, and to say 
that of an impersonation of Mrs. Haller is to say that it was a suc- 
eost, Mr. Dacre Baldie, who appeared upon this occasion as the 
Stranger, ig neither an amateur nor a novice as an actor; he is not 
‘even new to the London boards. But though he has acquired a Jittle 
fame in the metropolia, as the greeting that met his entrance testified, 
and something more in the provinces, he is, considering the qualifi- 
cations that he undoubtedly posseses, an actor that we certainly should 
have seen and heird more of than we have done. His personal 
qualifications are of the highest order. He is an exceedingly hand- 
gome man, and has a face and voice capable of much expression; 
He has, moreover, his art at his fingers’ ends, and errs only, it seems 
to us, in being toolavish of the very powers that, used in moderation, 
would conduce to perfection. The result of this over-lavishness is that 
he overacts his part. Hedoes not tear his passion to tatters by rant- 
ing, but rather reduces it to pulp by his maudlin tones and writhings, 
his ‘unmanly and unnatural (expressed) sensibility. Kotzebue’s hero 
is, in all conscience, sufficiently maudlin and unmanly at the best, 
but in Mr. Dacre B: 1di-’s hands the character becomes in parts un- 
‘bearable, This fault is not peculiar to Mr. Baldie’s Stranger ; for woe 
saw him afterwards as William in “ Black-Eyed Susan,” and that 
otherwise admirable impereonation was similarly marred by the samo 
redundanoy of expression, the same o’erstepping of the ‘‘ modesty of 
nature.” Mr. Dacre Baldie acts well, but he allows his facial play and 
modulation of voice to degenerate, the one into grimace, and the 
other into affectation. Mr. Charles Harcourt played Baron Steinfort, 
and played the part neatly enough. Mr. Harcourt, however, we may 
bere remark, is an actor who thight advantageously appropriate soma 
of Mr. Baldie’s surplus expression. Mrs. Charles Harcourt was a good 
vivacious Countess, Mr, T. Sennett a judicious Francis, and Miss Ela 
Staunton a bouncing Charlotte, In ‘ Black-Eyed Susan,” which 
followed, besides the William of Mr. Dacre Baldie, of which we have 
spoken, ‘the Susan of Mrs. ©, Harcourt, the Dolly of Miss Ella 
Staunton, the Captain Orosstree of Mr. mT, Sennett, the Admiral of 
Mr, Fiizjames, and the Doggrass of Mr. Griffiths, may be tes 
as being good, the Jast mentioned personation being especiall 
Other performances during the week have been, “* Romeo and Ju ‘et, ” 
with Miss Frances Ellerton and Mr. Dacre Baldie in the principal 
characters; a performance in aid of the sick fund of the United 
Service Dramatic Club (on Friday), when the club, assisted by several 
lady amateurs, played ‘‘ Dearest Mamma” and “The Wonder ;” a 
benefit for Miss Kelly, on Wednesdey, and on Tuesday a oom- 
plimentary benefit given by ‘The Wandering Thespians ” to their 
stage manager Mr. Oharles Haroourt.

Another adaptation of the ‘“ Voleuse d’Hafants,” the Freach 
original of “The Kidnapper,” brought out some seven months ago 
at the Victoria, has been produced here. It is called ““The Child 
Stealor,” and is the work of Mr. W. E. Suter. Tho subject matter of 
the comparatively recently produced “Kidnapper ” will doubtless be 
fresh in our readers’ memory, and it will suffice, therefore, to say that 
the eubject matter of this new drama is precisely the same. Tho 
original French piece was looked upon as one of those amusing tra- 
vesties of English life, which a not insignificant section of the French 
people appear to acceptin thorough good faith as truthful pictures of 
Eng ish iife ; and notwithstanding the praning its absurdities have 
undergone a at the hands of its English adapter, the piece remains in 
this respect a travestie still. Nevertheless the actors have got 
up their parts with great ocnscientiousness, and they go through 
them not only as if they believed such things possible, but 
as if they are rather inclined to look upon them as in tho 
highest degree probable, Miss Mandlebert plays the specimen 
of that very common type of the English criminal classes 
which gives the pfece its name, the professional child-stealer, and 
depicts ‘the distress of the returned and repentant convict, who 
discovers that she has unwillingly stolen and sold her own child, in a 
manner sofliciently vivid. She is well supported by Miss Harriet 
Weatern, as the supposed Lady Marian Ohesterton, but real daughter of 
the child-stealkr, Mr. A. Rayner, late of Drury Lane, but an old 
favourite upon these boards, plays Joe Simpson, another returned 
but by no means repentant convict, with much artistic force, an 
rare aplomb. Mr. Oharles Mortimer’s Lord Chesterton is also a bit of 
quiets subtle, but still forcible acting, very creditable to him. And

atthe hands of Messrs. Jackson and Manning. They play uncle and 
nephew respectively ; but while the onvis a policeman, the other is an 
embryo thief. The uncle, though fully aware of thethievish proclivities 
of his nephew, is kindly disposed towards ihe youth; but the police- 
man is impelled to keep a sharp look out with a view to the ‘‘taking 
up” of anybody, nephews included, and the result is several highly 
diverting renconters between the uncle-policaman, atd_ the 
nephew-thief. One of these is particularly droll. Jonathan 
Poynter, the policeman, finds himself on duty in the Grecian’s own 
‘‘Tiluminated Gardens’—which forms one of the scenes of 
the piece, everybody appointing to meet everybody else there: 
Here the precious nephew is discovered in gorgeous attire, and in 
company with a most voracious young lady, “doing the grand” on 
and arourd ihe ‘‘monstre platform.” The policeman-uncle is indis- 
creet enough to wish he was in plain clothes, so that he might join in 
‘‘the mazy ” in company with a certain ‘ pork-pie,” who has done 
him the honour of winking at him, and the thief-nophew is kind 
enough to propose a change of clothes for half-an hour. ‘The exchange 
is «ffected in one of the arbours, and the policeman enters upon his 
stolen spree. But even es he gives the finishing stroke to his killing 
get up—in the sh»peof a jaunty adjustment of his white hat, Nemesis 
is waiting impatiently for change out of a shilling at the garden 
gates. Nemesis is an infuriated clothiec in search of a thief who has 
stolen a suit of clothes, dummy and all, from the door of his emporium.

STRAND.—Tho entertainments here have lately been modified in 
several notabls particulars. Tho latest addition is a patriotic scena 
iHustrative of the now renewed struggles for Italian freedom. Malle. 
Albertazzi personates Italy, and M. Eugene, Garibaldi, and the.two 
give the ‘‘ Marseillaise” aud other stirring airs with thorough effect. 
The lady makes up admirably for Italy, and if she restrained herself a 
little in-the matter of smiling she would b>» an altogether admirable 
realisation of the ideal that is now leading thousands of gallant men to 
lay down their lives for that which is better than life, M. Eugene 
dresses his part of Garibaldi oddly. Ho absolutely makes a French 
Zouave of ths old hero. Why discard the red-shirt and the sailor's 
trousers, M. Eugene? We would guarantee an effect triplicating even 
that now achieved, were you to really “make up” for the part. 
M. -Eugene’s singing could “not be ~ better. e trolls forth 
the stirring ‘' Marseillaise,” until you can. almost fancy you 
hear the tramp of sabots, the rolling of the tumbrils, and the rest 
of the music of that fearful and almost god like act of retribution, the 
first French Revolution. (O wise, O cunning despot that hast 
banished the ‘ Marseillaia” thy dominions!) Another novelty at the 
Strand is “ Raphael's Dream,” which is a species of poses plastique 
exhibition very nicely done. Vance continues a great attraction, and 
@ppears in an extraordinary number of characters. This hall is 
evidently fuvoured in this respect by the great original '' Jolly Dog.” 
Mr, Vance’s impersonations show great versatility, and ability to 
grasp character much beyond that comprised in“ swell life,” “ Cos- 
termonger Joo,” a song about a perambulator, sung in the character of 
a soldier,aud “The Style,” are amongst his latest successes. Jean Price, 
‘The Flying Mercury,” Mr. Wyndham Olarke,.a very pleasing tenor, 
and Herr Willio, who does some very horrible things with his body 
and bones, also come in for considerable applause. ‘ 


CamBripGE.— This Easteend hall has but little to encounter in the 
shape of opposition, yet the enterprise of its managers would suffice 
for meeting no mean amount of thatincentive to exertion, The ballet 
fever has not yet permeated thus far, and the entertainments smack of 
the hardy race for whom they are designed. They are of ‘the one down 
other come on sort. No long scenes or scenis are permitted to run 
away ‘with the precious time; but a good many performances iu 
quick succession is rathor the motto. Within this radius the com- 
pany is varied and good, In Messrs. W. Randal and W. ’. Critchfield 
this hall bas two of the most sterling comic singers of the day. Mr. 
Randall's repertoireis particularly rich ; the songs are really good, and 
the singer’s style truly humourois, ‘They «ra all well received, end the 
various hits in the news-of-the-day-song, ‘I should like to know,” 
which is really brought down to the latest moment, are thoroughl y well 
relished, being cheered or laughed at as the sympathies of the 
audience dretouch:d Acrobatic entertainments are evident] y highly 
popular here, and the provision in this respect could scarcely be 
improved upon. Sextillian, “the Wonder of '66,” isa host in him- 


_ Self, and the audieace are roused to such a pitch of admiration for 


his feats that he has perforce to respord to the thundering encore, and 
give—not his marvellous feat with the wine-glasses and rings, that, 
the audience feel, would .be too much, but a series of somersaults. 
The brothers Leopold form the other great attraction in this line, 
They perform upon the horizontal bar, and their performances, 
though lacking nothing in point of wonder- working power, have 
the additional merit of being really admirable: lossons in gymovastics, 
On Friday week there was a gyand championship contest between 
these two performers ard another two, the Brothers Clare. ‘The 
contest, which excited the greatest interest, was a rolonged and 
thoroughly genuine one. Kach party went through their pe:formances 
with such spirit and success that it wes difficult for the ordinary on- 
looker to decide between thom. “I'he applause unfliggingly lavished 
upon each tuccessive feat of each successive performer testified to 
this conviction of an all but equality of merit, Lowever, the judges, 
one of whom was Mr. George Conquest, himelf no mean gymoast, 
who had their position on the stage, and who tottled down the * points” 
of each performanca in the app.oved style, pronounced ‘unanimously 
in favour of the brothers Leopold; appending, however, to their 
report, which was thoroughly well received by the crewded, 
enthusiastic, and yet impartial audicuce, an intimation of their belief 
that the other two, who were comparatively but young beginners, 
would equal tho victors ia proficiency in a few months,

Con- 
cerning the famous Anglo-American Norman-Hibernlan-actor, author, | and 
speculator, there is the usual budget this week, First, “Les Noses Irelaadaises,” 
the French version of ‘Arrsh-na-Pogu+,” has been produced at the Gaitd, 
Paris, with English scenery, English supervision—Boucicault’s personal—and in 
part, English actors; aud the o’erland and nnder sea telegraph has been agitated 
by the news of ita brilliant success. To effect this most desirable end, however, 
Mr. Boucicault has, by all accounts, had some trouble. In the first place, there 
was the not unna!ura! jealousy with which the prince of adapters is viewed in 
French theatrical circles, t6 get over, This has been so effectually done that even 
M. Eugene Nus has been prevailed upon to “do” ‘ Arral-na-Pogue” into 
French. M. Eugene Nus is the author of * Les Pauvres de Paris,” the piece which 
Mr, Boucicault ‘‘ did’ into ‘‘ The Streets of London” net only without any solici- 
tation on the part of M. Nus, but to some extent to that gentleman’s indignation, 
It is said, that on the production of “The Streots of Londoa” as an Original 
diama by Mr. B., the French author wrote to Mr. 8, remonstrating and 
claiming som thing, if it were only hig name in the bills, as his share of the 
profits. And, sogoosthe story, Mr. B, so far recognized the French author’s 
claim as to forward him a couple of tox tickets! These were the relations 
between the two authors ; but now is the millesnium. The lion, a8 is well 
known, has lain him down with the lamb, and Dion Boucicault and Eugene 
Nus are friends, nay brothers—their union cemented by @kiss—the kiss the 
subject matter of “Arrah-na-pogue”” Thon, it appears, Mr. Boncicault 
had a difficulty in getting the Gaulic artistes whom he wishod to 
personate the principal oharacters to adopt his views as to the various 
personations, Several of these, indignant at the dictation, threw up 
their parts and obliged Mr. Boucicault to look out for others to 
take their places. But all“ diffisulties have at length bse overcome: 
and, viewing the whole circumstances of the cise, we are inclined to look apes 
this victory of our clever playwright over the French as something very like 
a second Waterloo, So much for Mr. Boucicault in France. Now for Mr. B 
here, there and everywhere in Engiand. Mr. Boucicault will lease the 
Lyceum during the autamna! absence of Mr. Fechter, and will bring out a 
new piece—by himself, of course. The New Holborn Theatre opens shortly 
with anew drama by Mr, Boucicault. Miss Herbert has contracted with Mr, 
Boucicault for a new drama for the St, James's, Besides all this, 
Mr, Boucicault has, of cours, figured in the law proceedings. The 
Boucicault bavkruptcy case is chronic, and occupies a position in 
the Basinghall-street Court similar to that held onca upon 3 time by 
the Jarndyce and Jarndyce case in Chancery. It appears at regular 
intervals. But it is of another and newer case that we have to speak. Mr. 
Boucicault, it appears, in one of hig periodical states of affluence ordered busts 
of himself and wife to be executed by a certain sculptor at the price of £50 
each, We know that Trafalgar-square Lions are not turned out ia a day and 
similarly is it, it would scem, with sculptured Dions.
